HOW AMERICAN PRINCESS 


ESCAPED FROM AUSTRIANS. 


Former Mrs. rluger Pratt Had Hard 


Time Leaving Servla. 


Princess Alexis Karageorgevlteh, for 


merly Mrs. Buger Pratt of New York, 
arrived in Rome the other day after an 
adventurous journey on horseback 
across Albania. She was still much 
fatigued from her trip. 


The prince Is a cousin of King Peter 


of <Servla and was an exile from bis 
country, living hi Paris until last spring, 
when, with the princess, he went to 
Servla. 


The princess says that she left Nlsh 


shortly before the Austro-Uerman oc- 
cupation of the Servian wartime capi- 
tal. She said that she had been com- 
pelled to ride bard day and night since, 
pursued by the enemy and at Imminent 
risk of capture. 


The party originally bad forty hones, 


but thirty-four of them died en route, 
and luggage and provisions were aban- 
doned. 


On her arrival at Tirana, Albania, 


the princess was welcomed by Bssad 
Pasha, provisional president of Al- 
bania, who furnished an escort for the 
party to Montenegro, where they were 
the guests of King Nicholas at Ce- 
tluje.

WOULD BUILD WATER FRONT. 


Engineer Has Plan to Fill Up East 


River at New York. 


One of tbe most startling projects 


ever conceived for the relief of the 
harbor congestion hi New York has 
been proposed by one of New York's 
most prominent consulting engineers, 
Dr. T. Kennard Thomson. In tbe Jan- 
nary Popular Science Monthly appears 
a vivid description by Dr. Thomson of 
the steps be hopes to take In order to 
make his plan a reality. 


In brief, be plans to reclaim fifty 


square miles of land from New York 
bay, 
to add a hundred miles of new 


water front for docks, to nil la the 
Bast river and to prepare New York 
for a population of 20,000,000. This 
work Is to be done by building coffer- 
dams, and after pumping out the wa- 
ter, laying the subway tubes, gas, elec- 
tric and telephone conduits he will ail 
In tbe Inclosed space. This, be claims, 
will be a very Inexpensive method of 
construction trace It would not entail 
the costly tunneling to build the sub- 
way after tbe construction had been 
completed. Dr. Thomson believes that

"Grip Is not to be sneesed at" Dr 


Bncker said. "Latest statistics show 
It causes the death of 12,200 persons 
annually In the United State*. High 
now Is the middle of the grip 
It begins In November, with the ad 
vent of cold weather, closed windows 
and doors and hot furnace*, and at 
tain* It* maximum In February 
early March. 


"We must keep up our physical de- 


fenses, OUT preparedness, against tht* 
germ disease. Tbe best preparedness 
I* fresh air, outdoor 
plenty of outdoor exercise, 
coughing and expectoration are tbe 
principal mode* of transmission, from 
secretions of the mouth and nose. 


"Children'* games spread the grip. 


Kissing between Infected and twain 
fected persons should be avoided. 
Guard against 
being sneezed or 


coughed at or upon. Isolation of In- 
fected person*, if possible, and, avoid- 
ance of towels or other article* they 
may touch to their hands, month* o 
nose* should be observed. 


Peer Ventilation Chief

first in the western bemlspbere in 1827

south as Chile. One freak and unsolved 
feature of grip epidemic* Is that they 
travel east to west In a community. 


Tbe bureau of vital rtattottc* In Phila- 


delphia issued 600 burial permits dur-

the ordinary death rate.

FORCED TO JOIN STROLLERS 


•he Finally Succeeded In Eeeaplng 


and Was Taken Car* erf by the 


PoUos—Slave of Wandering 


Tribe for Nine Yean. 


Helena, Mont—When Evelyn Mit- 


chell, a sixteen-year-old girl who for 
nine yean has been the slave of gypsy 
bands In this country and the old 
world, threw herself Into the arms of 
her father, a ranchman residing near 
a Montana town. It was the flnt time 
either had set eyes upon the other 
since the day of the mother's funeral 
In Helena nearly ten yean ago. 


M. L. Rlckman, secretary ot the 


state bureau of child and animal pro- 
tection, escorted the girl to the ranch 
from Glacier park, where he met her 
tn charge ot Miss Oeorgiana Alien, a 
Havre schoolteacher, who agreed to 
chaperon the girl to Montana from a 
house of detention In Oakland, CaL 


H. A. Davee, state superintendent ot 


public Instruction, who was attending 
the National Teachers', association, 
was besought by the Oakland authori- 
ties to provide escort for the girl back 
to Montana. The city paid her ex- 
penses. Superintendent Daveelearned 
that Miss Allen, a teacher, was shortly 
to come home, and the latter went to 
the house of detention, where the girl 
has been kept two months to guard 
her against kidnaping by the gypsy 
band from which she was taken. 
There arrangements were made for 
bringing her home, and the teacher 
and the girl departed secretly from 
San Francisco, embarking on a steam- 
er for Astoria, from which point they 
went by train to Glacier park. 


In Terror of Band. 


The necessity for keeping their 


whereabouts secret was urged by the 
girl, who was In terror ot being seized 
by the band. She declared that she 
was likely to be taken from a train 
by memben stationed along the road 
and on watch, hence the trip by steam- 
er was devised. 


The history of the yonng woman 


reads Ilk* a romance. For several 
yean she has been trying to escape 
from the gypsies, but, alone and 
friendless, she was given no opportu- 
nity until about three month* ago, 
when the Oakland officials secured 
possession ot her after a desperate 
fight In the courts. The Marino band, 
to which she was told for $2,000 In 
IMS, it rich, and money was spent 
lavishly to defeat Justice.

funeral of the mother, the girl and 
a sister were placed la the St Jo- 
seph's orphans'home.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR 
AND CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF NEW SMYRNA, FLORIDA. 


Section 1. 
That the City Clerk 


shall be local registrar of vital sta- 
tistics and it shall be his duty to 
supply to all physicians, midwlves, 
undertakers 
and others 
requiring 


them for Ufa, blank certificates 
for 


the registration of births and deaths 
which shall be of standard form ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health, 
and to receive, and make copies of 
such certificates, and transmit the 
originals 
to the State Board 
of 


Halth on the tenth (10) day of each 
month, and to iesue burial, removal 
or other permits upon the 
receipt 


of complete, satisfactory and proper 
executed certificates of death; and 
no dead body of a human being 
whose death occurs, or whose body 
is found in this city shall be Interred, 
otherwise disposed of. removed from 
the city, or held more than seventy- 
two hours after death, without
